No  sooner  it  one  question  about  our 
Public  Kchool*  answered,  than  another 
ariaea,  demanding  no  leas  thought  ami  ilia 
cusalon  for  ila  settlement.  Public  aentl 
mont  has  decided  that  the  State  ahall  offer 
to  all  its  children  a  free  common  eclioul 
education.  To  what  extent  tbia  ahall  be 
compulsory,  ia  But  yet  settled  ;  but  while 
we  are  atill  considering  It,  circumatancra 
compel  ua  to  decide  what  ahall  be  the  limit 
of  the  instruction  given  in  out  public 
schools. 

The  preaent  school  system  in  this  State 
was  established  in  1867;  in  1871  it  was 
made  free.  By  the  original  act  the  State 
appropriated  ftOO  OOp  yearly  to  this  ob¬ 
ject  ;  the  balance  necessary  for  the  aut  port 
of  the  schools,  was  raised  partly  by  the 
townships  and  partly  by  4he  districts. 
Each  district  was  required  also  to  erect 
and  furnish  suitable  buildings;  1 1. ia  lias 
been  generally  done,  to  that  there  is  scarce¬ 
ly  a  district — at  least  in  Essex  County — 
which  does  not  possess  suitable  accommo¬ 
dations  for  all  the  children  who  attend  the 
•choola.  Th«  Act  ot  I H7 1 ,  in  addition  to 
the  $100,000  appropriation,  laid  a  tax  of 
two  mills  per  dollar  on  the  property  in  the 
State ;  this  money  ia  apportioned  to  the 
districts  according  to  tbe  number  of  chil 
dreu  betweru  the  ages  of  five  and  eighteen 
years  residing  within  their  respective  lim 
its.  The  Township  tax  (very  unfortunately, 
wc  tliiokjha*  been  altolisheii;  whatever  defi¬ 
ciency  exists  must  be  supplied  by  district 
taxation. 

The  State  appropriation  and  the  two- 
mill  tax— amounting  thia  year  tiV  $  1 ,323,  - 
593.21 — are  considered  sufficient  to  educate 
the  children  in  the  so-called  fundamental 
branches,  viz.,  spelling,  reading,  writing, 
geography,  arithmetic,  and  grammar 
Many  oitizens  find  it  ao  hard  to  pay  their 
taxes,  that  they  are  euqumng-whether  pub 
lie  school  instruction  should  not  b»  limited 
to  these  fundamental  branches,  and  higher 
education  be  entrusted  to  private  effort 
and  expense.  Others,  although  not  influ¬ 
enced  by  the  tax,  still  believe  this  the  true 
limit.  Before  discussing  this  question,  it 
is  necessary  to  decide,  what  thorough  in 
struction  in  the  above-named  studies  com 
prises. 

The  ability  to  spell  most  of  the  words  in 
the  spelling  book,  without  regard  to  their 
meaning  ami  u-e,  is  no  long.-r  considered 
a  knowledge  of  apeiling.  T  .is  is  a  part 
— an  important  and  necessary  part— of  the 
subject;  but  not  all  ui  it.  The  scholar 
must  be  instructed  as  to  the  meaning  and 
proper  use  of  words  j  which  can  l>e  done 
only  by  practical  composition.  Oram  mar 
must  be  taught  in  the  same  way.  The 
spelling  and  grammar  of  a  language  are  ol 
use  only  as  they  enable  one  to  read,  write, 
and  speak  it  easily  and  correctly.  This 
includes  a  great  deal  It  pre- suppose* 
knowledge  and  thought.  A  teacher,  then, 
even  in  primary  classes,  much  more  in  the 
advanced  ones,  must  impart  much  general 
knowledge,  and, teach  the  children  bow  t« 
think,  as  well  as  how  to  express  thought. 

This  work,  instead  of  being  committed 
to  tyros,  should  be  done  by  our  most  iutel 
ligciit  and  cultured  teachers. 

The  childrc  n  should  obtain  such  a  know 
ledge  of  Arithmetic  as  will  enable  them  y> 
perform  quickly  and  accurately  any  of  the 
calculations  necessary  in  ordinary  business 
transactions  ;  including  interest  and  the 
measurement  of  lengths,  solids,  and  liquid*. 

In  connection  with  arithmetic  should  be 
imparted  a  knowledge  of  book  keeping 
sufficient  to  enable  the  scholar  to  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  ordinary  buiineaa  Iran 
■actions.  Geography  should  be  so  studied 
that  the  pupil  on  leaving  school  will  have 
a  fair  idea  of  the  abap  ;  and  motions  of  tbe 
earth;  its  divisions  of  land  and  water;  its 
mountain  and  river  systems;  its  climates  ; 
the  productions  of  its  various  countries  ; 
the  nations  who  dwell  in  it;  their  pccnli 
antics  and  som* thing  of  their  history  ; 
and  also  something  of  the  world's  coin 
more*.  With  suck  knowledge,  a  man  cm 
read  his  daily  paper,  or  magazine,  intelli¬ 
gently,  and  c  «o  converse  un  ierstandingly. 

A  good  deal  of  work  ia  thus  laid  out  for 
tbs  prim  try  and  grammar  school  ;  with 
such  an  education,  a  boy  possessing  com 
mnn  sense  and  energy  will  (other  thing' 
Wing  equal)  be  success  1  ui  ia  lilc.  Wear*, 
now  ready  to  consider  the  subject  ol  flglici 
Education.  c.

Uur  Uilormant  stat¬ 
ed  that  "a  preliminary  organisation  was 
nail,  with  Brother  Weaver  for  chairman 
and  Joseph  Oukea  for  secretary;  then  tbe 
meeting  adjourned  to  Tuesday  evening." 

Another  printed  call,  on  the  authority  of 
tiie  same  names  aa  before,  was  put  up  St 
the  depot,  the  piAit  office,  and  probably  at 
some  other  plupea,  for  an  adjourned  meet¬ 
ing  to  ho  held  In  Friendship  Hall,  on 
Tuesday  evening  at  tl  o'clock.  Soon  alter 
that  hour  there  were  a  few  persona  in  the 
hall.  Some  of  us  were  t<fld  by  one  who 
M-etued  interested,  that  the  meeting  was  to 
lie  held  in  a  one  horse  wagon  standing  un¬ 
der  the  gas  lamp  at  Wilde’*  corner.  We 
saw  the  gas  lamp  and  the  wagon  but  at  10 
minute*  past  eight,  observing  no  assemb¬ 
lage,  we  stepped  over  to  the  post  office 
where  we  tarried  a  little  ,  and  at  precisely 
20  minutes  past  eight  we  turned  to  go  to 
the  meeting,  when  we  were  met  at  tbe

As  •  const  quence,  from  Philadelphia  to 
Bridgton.  and  along  the  Delaware  river 
below  Philadelphia,  there  s*e  melons,  po 
tatoes  and  garden  stuff,  enough  to  feed  a 
small  world.  Were  it  not  for  tbe  tnmquitot 
w  hich  swarm  in  counfleoa  millions,  I  he 
paradise  of  the  world  would  be  Weal  Jer¬ 
sey,  "There  every  prospect  pleases,  on« 
j ii i toe*  alone  are  vile.”  Leaving  Phila¬ 
delphia,  on  Penn.  It.  R.,  pausing  through 
Cheater  Valley,  the  moat  inviting  part  i.l 
tbe  Quaker  State  ia  traversed.  To 
say  this  portion  ol  the  State  ia  rich  and 
beautiful,  ia  to  but  faintly  represent  it* 
condition  and  appearance.  The  thrifty 
Dutch  and  Quaker  farmers,  have  brought 
the  land  to  the  highest  state  of  cultiva¬ 
tion.  Every  farm  and  village  presents 
evidences  of  industry  and  prosperity.  But 
throughout  this  lieautiful  valley,  vegets 
tion  has  suffered  from  a  long  and  uninter¬ 
rupted  drought.  Leaving  Costsville,  a 
town  of  5,000  inhabitants  located  on  the 
Brand  Twine  Creek,  of  Revolutionary  fame, 
a  ride  of  two  and  a  hal  f  hours  by  the  Wil¬ 
mington  and  Reading  R  R  ,  one  of  the 
moat  circuitous  and  nervous  B.  B.  in  tiie 
orld,  brought  your  Correspondent  to 
Wilmington,  Del.  Hera  begin  this  enor¬ 
mous  peach  orchards,  which  extend  all 
over  the  Bute  of  Delaware,  and  down  the 
Eastern  shore  of  Maryland,  almost  to  tiie 
Virginia  shore.
